Suspend Subway 
Motormen for 
Sudden Strike 


NEW YORK OIE) — The Transit 
Authority suspended 27 subway 
motormen today and said more 
than 150 more face suspension and 
possible dismissal for a sudden 
work stoppage that shut down sub­ 
way service for more than a mil­ 
lion riders in the hottest evening 
rush hour of the year. 
Twenty-five of those immediate­ 
ly suspended were officers of the 
striking union, which is still seek­ 
ing recognition as a bargaining 
unit. 
The other two were identi­ 
fied by the company as the motor- j 
men who first refused to run their ~ 
trains. They had declined to work, j 
the TA said, when supervisors ap-1 
peared to be trained in their jobs 
in anticipation of a strike threat­ 
ened for next week. 
Thomas J. McLernon, general 
manager of the TA, said charges 
would be served on the suspended 
men today and hearings will be 
held Monday. 
The charges state the men “did 
precipitate an irresponsible action 
which disrupted the entire transit 
system and that this caused undue 
hardship 
and 
inconvenience 
to 
transit riders.” 
More than a million persons took 
to their feet, jammed unfamiliar 
bus lines, formed car and taxi pools 
and hitch-hiked home Thursday 
night in sizzling 96-degree temper­ 
ature as the unexpected strike 
ground subways to a halt. 
However, the Transit Authority 
reported that subway service was 
“IOO per cent on schedule” this 
morning for the city’s 4*2 million 
riders from Brooklyn, the Bronx 
and Queens. 
The tie-up was caused by the 
suspension of three motormen who 
refused to carry transit authority 
supervisory personnel on indoctri­ 
nation runs.

All persons under 20 years and 
over 6 months of age are now 
eligible for polio vaccine. All preg­ 
nant women are eligible. Vaccine 
for a third or “booster” dose for 
all persons vaccinated prior to 
December 1955 is also available. 
This announcement was made 
by Dr. Roland R. Cross, State 
nealth director, who said that the 
eligibility age has been broadened 
and booster doses authorized be­ 
cause polio vaccine is now more 
plentiful than heretofore. Only per­ 
sons between I and 15 years of age 
and pregnant women had been 
eligible for polio vaccine until now. 
Polio vaccine is available to 
physicians from the local Egyptian 
Health Department. 
“With the main polio season In 
Illinois only a few weeks away, 
every eligible person should take 
advantage of vaccination prompt­ 
ly,” Dr. Cross said. “Experience 
indicates that the preventive pro­ 
tection given by vaccine is sub­ 
stantial,” he added.
